Aussies and Zeddes usually wait till after I'm asleep to show up, hi, and not 
nightly. Aberdeen ien't the world'sworst DX location, nor is it the best. There's a lot 
of power~line QRM generated by things like lumber and pulp mills, ani lots of TVI in ny 
neighborhood. I'm within two miles of all three locals, making DX difficult above 1200 kHz 
at LSR/LSS.

CHAPTER CXXIY - The WXTZ Story -by PETE KEMP. 

WXYZ first signed on the air Oct. 10, 1925 as WGHP, using the initials of its 
founder George Hamilton Phelps. The station was purchased by tne King-Trenile Broadcasting 
Corp. on May 7, 1930 & switched to the easily remembered call letters the following month. 
During the years that King-Trenile owned WXYZ, "The Lone Ranger", "Ths Green Hornet" and 
"Challenge of the Yukon" (Sgt. Preston) were developed at the station, ani broadcast live 
coast-to-coast from the Detroit studios. The first singing commercial ever broadcast orig- 
inated at WXYZ. Personalities such as Johnny Desmoni, Douglas Biwards and John Hodiak were 
full time employess. In 1941 the station's power was raised from 1,000 to its present 5,000 
watts. In 1946 the American Broadcasting Company purchased WXYZ. In the late forties WXY7 
moved into studios atop the Macabees Building. In mid-195 stuiios moved again, this time 
to a Williamsburg Colonial Broadcast House on a 119 acre wooded estate in Southfield, Mich.
